WASHINGTON, March 8,—The house 


today voted in favor of a measure that 
may have a far-reaching influence on the 
system of weights and measures in this 
country. 


The flrst order today was the vote on 


ths bill to adopt the metric system of 
weights and measures in the government 
departments after July 1,1898. 


The measure goes further and makes 


the metric system the only legal system 
after January, 1901. The bill was debated 
yesterday and today passed the house 119 
to 117. 


Several bills considered by the commit- 


tee on military affairs of the house were 
ordered reported favorably. One carries 
an appropriation of $150,000 to increase 
the machinery of the Springfield armory 
for the manufacture of new rifles. The 
estimated machinery will increase the 
possible yearly out-put by 40,000 rifles.

6 p. m. until 5 a. m., and Officers Scully 
and Hill from 7.30 p. m. until 6.30 a. m. 


All the eight patrolmen arc 
expected 


to eat their lunches in the station house 
and no officer is expected to leave his 
beat until releived. This is the flrst of 
several charges in the police system 
which are to be made and the result of 
the experiment will be awaitcJ with in- 
terest.

THE ATOMIC THEORY. 


Dr. Slavotuki's mathematical Proof of the 


Immortality at Han. 


Dr. Ivan Slavonskl, the eminent Rus- 


elan mathematician, who died In St. Pe- 
tersburg in December, 1887, left, among 
other cnrloiu and valuable papers, one en- 
titled "The Atomic Theory! a Mathemat- 
ical Proof of the Immortality of Man." 


The learned doctor starts out by taking 


tbo position that the whole universe is 
made up of atoms, and that these atoms 
nro not "innumerable," but It can 1)9 
shown that their number is limited. Ha 
further declares that the words "infinite" 
and " innumerable" are only used to cover 
Ignorance—because it is impossible for our 
mluds to form a proper conception at a 
vast number of units. After making the 
above and other broad statements he sots 
himself to the task of proving that the 
atoms of the universe aro constantly un- 
dergoing changes and that the time will 
come when all possible changes, combina- 
tions nnd permutations will havo been ex- 
hausted. Spencer, HoImlrSlz, Thompson 
and many other distinguished men, living 
and dead, believe and believed this queer 
doctrine. Thompson says that when these 
changes have been exhausted the universe 
will be at rest. When that day comes, tbe 
sun will cease to shine, the planets will 
stop revolving on their axes, nnd all tha 
vast systems of worlds will bang perfectly 
dead and lifeless. But DO; Dr. Slavonski 
does not propose to have a grand finale 
"wind up" at that stage of the game. 


He declares that when these atomic per- 


mutations have boen exhausted, nature 
will return upon its tracks; In other words, 
that when the pemlulum lias swung to its 
utmost limit it must return again. If all 
the positions of the atoms of the universe 
must again repeat themselves, Slavonskl 
argues that there must come a time when 
all nature will again bo In the track now 
occupied. The earth will again undergo 
its geographical periods, and man will 
again appear, each individual being pre- 
cisely the same individual he Is now. Ha 
will be born of the same parents, be reared 
under the same circumstances that he now 
lives, and with those with whom ho now 
lives and will finally die, ns he will die in 
a few years from now. After another un- 
told ago of cyclic changes ho will "live 
again" just us in hie former lives. This 
is immortality.—St. Louis Republic. 


How tbe Orchestra Wan Delayed.

OM EXTREME TACT CAN AVERT IT 


The Men Will Demand Better Wages, 


Fewer Hours and Recognition of Their 


Unions—Labor Agitators at Work. 


New Vork Police Prepared. 


Itoston, April 8.—Reports from vari- 


ous cities of the eastern and middle 
states indicate that there is great un- 
easiness among the men employed by 
the street railroad companies. In some 
of the dispatches a strike is predicted. 
Labor agitators have for some time 
been 'among the men endeavoring to 
organize them into unions. What the 
particular grievance is, is not known, 
but it is thought that the strikes, if 
they do occur, will be for better wages, 
shorter hours and the recognition of 
the unions to which they belong. From 
the dispatches received here it seems 
that a general strike on the lines in 
some of the principal cities of the north 
is almost inevitable, and, if the trouble 
is averted, it will be, from the present 
outlook, only through the exercise of 
extreme tact and the making of con- 
cessions by both employers and em- 
ployes. 


POLICE IN RESERVE. 


Sew VorU's Chief Preparing for Railroad 


Strike Troubles. 


New York, April 8.—President W. 


D. Mahon of the Amalgamated Associ- 
ation of Street Railway employes of 
America has sent a letter to President 
Vreeland of the Metropolitan Street 
Railway company, requesting a con- 
ference in the hope of bringing about 
n settlement of the difficulty existing 
between the company and the associa- 
tion over the discharge of a number of 
gripman and conductors, some of whom 
are members of the association. Chief 
Conlin has all the police in reserve at 
the various station houses in conse- 
quence of the threatened strike on the 
cable road. Mr, Conlin says that he is 
holding the reserve as a precautionary 
measure. He does not anticipate any 
trouble, but will be fully prepared if 
there is anv. In his reply to President 
Mahon's letter, Mr. Vreeland says that 
there is no contention between the 
association which Mr. Mahon repre- 
sents and the railroad company, that 
the men were discharged for violating 
rules of the company and that he finds 
himsslf unable to comply with Mr. 
Mahou's request for a conference. 


THE STORY SCOUTED. 


Pennsylvania Railroad Officials Do Hot 


Think the Employes Are Organizing. 
Philadelphia, April 8.—While not 


positively denying the story of their 
men organizing, the officials of the 
Pennsylvania Kailroad company have 
no knowledge of any such movement 
among their employes. In the office 
of General Manager Prevost all knowl- 
edge of nny such combination was de- 
nied outright and the suggestion was 
scouted as highly 
improbable, % al- 


though, of course, within the range of 
possibility. 
Vice-President Pugh was 


equally positive in asserting that such 
a movement was highly unlikely. "Our 
men have had little to do with the 
American Railway xinion," he said, 
"and I hardly think they are now be- 
ing recruited into the union, especially 
as an aid to the street railway men in 
the eveni of a possible strike or future 
trouble of any sort. We have heard 
nothing of the kind, though it is not 
to be expected that they would come 
to us with the information should they 
really contemplate allying themselves 
with tha Amalgamated Association of 
Street Railway Employes, I still think 
we should have some inkling of such a 
movement, involving, as it does, such 
diversified interests.

SEVERAL VERY SERIOUS OUTBREAKS 


Two Hen Severely Injured—Numerous 


Klot Calls Turned In and Man; ot . 


the Disorderly Poll Workers 
__ 


Placed Under Arrest. 


Chicago, April 8.—During the pro- 


gress of the municipal elections yester- 
day several affrays occurred. Blood 
was shed in the first ward and the 
police were called on to quell several 
incipient riots at the polling places 
among the followers of the rival alder- 
manic candidates. 
The levee section 


of the ward also provided its usual 
quota of lesser brawls, with fists, rocks 
and clubs as weapons and whiskey as 
the accessory in every case. 
There 


were disturbances among the Italians 
of the nineteenth ward. Fist fights 
and ejections of tresspassers from the 
polling places by the police were re- 
ported in the second, eighteenth, and 
twenty-second 
wards. 
Tho police 


quickly restored order whenever an 
outbreak occurred. The open violation 
of the law against saloons selling liquor 
during the voting hours made most of 
tho trouble for the police. 


A Serious Outbreak-. 


The most serious outbreak occurred 


in the levee district near the polling 
place at 400 Dearborn street. Joseph 
Grogan, a clerk for the Chicago & 
Eastern Illinois railroad, who was not 
in any way connected with the rioters, 
was shot in the leg and the bones were 
so shattered tljat amputation may be 
necessary. He was going to his office 
when a gang of colored and white men 
engaged in a fight and half a thousand 
of the same class of men were quickly 
on the spot. An unknown colored man 
drew a revolver and fired six bullets 
into the mob, one of them striking 
Grogan, who fell to the sidewalk. The 
fighters and the man who used the 
gun were pursued by officers but all 
escaped. At the same place the differ- 
ent factions came in conflict with fists 
and revolvers, one man receiving 
several blows with a weapon. 


A Blot Call Turned In. 


A riot call was turned in by the offi- 


cers on duty and numerous arrests 
were made. Close upon this disturb- 
ance came another in the same part of 
the ward. Sol Van Praag, a deputy 
United States marshal, who is a char- 
acter in the ward, was attacked by a 
gang of heelers and the crowd rushed 
to the rescue, precipitating a free fight, 
in which shots were fired. No one was 
hit and the police captured two of the 
shooters. The first blood shed was 
just after the opening of the polls at 
193 Washington street, first ward. 
William Martin shot William Rickey 
in the arm and the trouble led to a 
small riot. The police arrested Hickey 
and a gang of imported sluggers tried 
•Co rescue him. The prisoner was being 
taken away when a riot call brought 
a force of detectives from the city hall 
and the mob was beaten back.

Thousands of Lives Saved. 


In speaking of Miss Barton's dis- 


patch Mr. Trask said: "The above 
cable indicates to the national Arme- 
nian relief committee a very gratifying 
and unexpected degree of success on 
the part of the Red Cross agents in 
reaching the destitute and large facili- 
ties in distributing the relief. 
The 


committee is very anxious that the 
public should realize the present criti- 
cal situation of the relief work and its 
great possibilities if liberally backed 
up. All doubts as to the unparalleled 
extent and degree of the disaster, the 
merits of the sufferers, and the practi- 
cability of relieving them has been re- 
moved. In the face of great dangers 
and obstacles a splendid beginning has 
been made ia the actual work of relief, 
and thousands of lives have been 
saved, though many regions have not 
yet been touched. Nineteen centres 
of distribution have been established 
at strategic points under the personal 
direction of the American missionaries 
and British consuls. In several places 
industrial relief bureaus, where the 
people work for what they receive, 
have been established on a large and 
successful basis. The Bed Cross relief 
expeditions under the charge of Miss 
Barton's American agents have pene- 
trated the interior with large supplier 
of food, clothing and medicine. 


Looking for Aid from America. 


"But the results thus far are only In 


the nature of foundations, and the 
money and effort expended will be 
practically thrown away unless the 
work is now immediately and efficient- 
ly pushed forward. The people must 
be assisted with seed, tools and the 
necessaries of life until the fall har- 
vest, or they will surely perish of 
starvation in the near future. Immi- 
. gration is out of the question and trade 
and agriculture are paralyzed beyond 
recovery except with 
foreign aid. 


There is no hope of aid from the gov- 
ernment, which is bankrupt, or from 
the indifferent Mohammedan popula- 
tion. In view of the need and hopeful- 
ness of the relief work, which is prac- 
tically all in the hands of most trust- 
worthy and competent American citi- 
zens, the people of America are confi- 
dently looked to for large and immedi- 
ate gifts."

applications have been made to Sheriff 
Clement lor permission to witness tha 
exoention of H. H. Holmes, who is to 
hung- on May 7 for the killing of Ben- 
jamin F. Pietzel, but very few will be 
admitted. Without a doubt the most 
interesting of these requests is that of 
Dr. Arthur MacDonald, the head of tha 
psycho-neurological department of the 
national 
bureau 
of 
education 
in 


Washington. Dr. MacDonald has a 
world-wide reputation as a psycho- 
neurologist. His principal study has 
been among criminals. 
Science and 


ingenuity have contrived an instrument 
which is known in. scientific laborator- 
ies as the kymographion. This is an 
instrument for resording, in visible 
lines, human emotion. 
With this ma- 


chine the scientist wishes to ascertain 
the emotions of the convicted murderer 
just before he goes on the gallows. It 
is predicted that the result will show 
whether or not Holmes was at all agi- 
tated over his taking off. Dr. Mao 
Donald wrote to Sheriff Clement and 
the inspectors of the county prison 
for permission to attend the execution 
and experiment on the murderer. He 
explained that it was in the interest of 
science, and that he was acting in his 
official capacity. But the authorities 
have refused to grant the doctor's re- 
quest. Holmes himself was consulted 
in the matter and he declined to sub- 
mit to such examinations. 
The sheriff 


says the prisoner is entitled to a quiet, 
peaceful hanging. 


Holmes' Alleged Confession. 


The time of the condemned man 


nowadays is taken up chiefly with ef- 
forts to dispose of a statement which 
he has written, purporting to be a trua 
autobiography,or "confession." Thera 
was some lively bidding for this docu- 
meut by New York newspapers. Ona 
of them, it is said, has secured it for a 
large sum, and its publication is expect- 
ed soon. In fact there are several alleged 
statements abroad in the land and 
newspaper readers may look for fac 
simile statements 
in the prisoner's 


handwriting and all sorts of alleged 
interviews with him from now untU 
the day of his execution. 


THE CUBAN JJEBELLION. 


Several Rebel Defeat! Reported fr*B 


Spanish Souroes. 


Havana, April 8.—An official report 


states that government troops at- 
tacked Maceo's forces at La Palma, 
province of Pinar del Kio, on March 39. 
The rebels were compelled to retreat. 
They left behind them thirty-nine 
dead lying in the streets of the town 
Other dead and a number of wounded 
were carried off by the insurgents. 
The total losses of the rebels are calcu- 
lated to have been over ninety. Tha 
Spanish loss is given at six volunteers 
killed and seven regular troops wound- 
ed. This is the first news of a battle 
having been fought at La 1'alma, and 
it is impossible to verify the truth of 
the government's account of the en- 
gagement. The alleged rebel loss when 
compared with the losses sustained by 
the Spaniards lend an air of improba- 
bility to the official report. Gen. Oli- 
ver reports the capture of another 
rebel camp at Santa Rosa. The rebel 
losses in the engagement were large. 
The Spanish lost one lieutenant and 
four soldiers killed and twenty were 
wounded.

The principal object of 
attack in the bill was the section pro- 
viding for the consolidation of fourth- 
class postoffices in the vicinity of large 
towns and cities and the substitution 
therefor of stations, sub-stations and 
branch offices.
